Official Tells” Truman 
Group, ‘We Haven’t Got

WASHINGTON, April 17—When 
the United States “gets going it 
will have a greater production ca- 
pacity than any two countries in 
Europe,” William S. Knudsen, de- 
fense production director, said to- 
day. 

He made this statement to the 
Senate Defense Investigating Com- | 
mittee headed by Senator Truman 
(Dem.), Missouri, when: the chair- 
man asked whether the United 
States could equal the production 
of Germany. 

“We've got much more produc- 
tive capacity than that,” Knudsen 
replied, “We've got more than any 
two countries in Europe that you 
can mention. There is no com- 
parison there.” 

“You think we could supply the 
whole world with armaments, do 
you?” Truman asked, 

“I don’t know about the world,” 
Knudsen said, “but we can take 
on any two of them after we get 
started.” 

“Haven't Started Yet.” . 

A committee member asked if 
Germany was “gaining” on the 
United States in production. 

“We haven't got stafted yet,” 
Knudsen replied smilingly, “so 
what do you mean ‘gaining’?” 

Tool Rate Trebled. 

Knudsen said the machine tool 
industry is now running at a 
rate of $750,000,000 a year, having 
more than trebled its 1939 figure 
of $200,000,000. 

The new $20,000,000 Chrysler 
plant in Detroit, for medium tanks, 
which opened Tuesday, will attain 
full production in October, Knud- 
sen said. 

Subcontracting, according to 
Knudsen has been adopted and 
widely expanded by OPM, as a po- 
tent aid to speed in the construc- 
tion of plane bodies, machine 
tools and tanks. 

The fact that OPM deals only 
with contractors is largely respon- 
sible, Knudsen maintained, for 
what he termed an “erroneous im- 
pression” that it shows favoritism 
to big business against smal] man- 
ufacturers. 

“Our books, for example,” he 
said, “show only a transaction with 
the Boeing Airplane people. If 
the detail were filled out, it would 
be seen that the Boeing Co., in 
building one P-17 two-engine bomb- 
er used 532 subcontractors.” 


Small Firms Fostered. 

The OPM, according to Knud- 
sen, not only availed itself of sub- 
contracting systems already in ef- 
fect in private industry, but great- 
ly enlarged them by going all over 
the country and searching out 
minor plants in which plane, ma- 

chine tool and tank parts and ac- 
cessories could be produced. Small 
industry has been fostered, he said, 
not only on principle, but as a ne- 
cessity of speedy output. 

Questioned as to the location of 
defense plants, Knudsen said he 
was opposed to the German sys- 
tem of picking up 4000 or 5000 men 
and moving them here and there. 

“I am always in favor of taking 
work to men, not men to work,” he 
said. “When a man is taken away 
from his home, he is unhappy and 
@ poor worker.” 

The defense program has given 
employment to 2,800,000 workers, 
Knudsen stated, and the total prob- 
ably will be 6,800,000 by the end 
of the present year. He predicted 
that after this fall very little will 
be heard about the unemployment 
problem. 

Solution to Problem. 

Senator Brewster (Rep.), Maine, 
asked the witness what was his 
solution of the problem of alumin- 
um shortage. 

“We'll make some more alum- 
inum,” chuckled the former presi- 
dent of General Motors. 

Asked about subversive activities 
in labor or management, Knudsen 
said he had encountered a few al- 
leged ihstances of the sort. “You 
know,” he said, “one apple in a 
barrel.” He said the OPM is con- 
tent to leave saobtage and “fifth 
columns’ to the care of J. Edgar 
Hoover, “who is pretty well organ- 
ized.” 

“Our chief labor trouble,” he as- 
serted, “is with leaders who know 
how to get men to quit work, but 
don’t know how to put them back 
again. Their technique for getting 
men out into the streets ig perfect, 
but they don’t know how to get 
them back into the factories,

Nazis Drop So Many Incendiaries 
That Londoners Run Out of Sand 


Fires in All Sections Serve as Targets for 
Explosives—Reporter Estimates 1000 
Planes Were Over City.

LONDON, April 17.—From early 
last night until dawn this morn- 
ing, an incessant stream.of Ger- 
man bombers attacked London in 
the greatest air raid of all time. 
They attacked from great height 
and from low down and occasion- 
ally they swooped down through 
the balloon barrage to get their 
shots home. 

There must have been close to 
1000 German aircraft employed 
in the assault. 

They played no favorites among 
the different parts of the city. 
They hammered Southwest Lon- 
don, they blew down buildings in 
the west central section and they 
gave the West End a heavy dose 
of fire and TNT throughout the 


night. 
Sheer Hell. 

Everybody you met downtown 
today brought the same story from 
his own neighborhood—sheer hell. 
Chelsea, where I live, was badly 
knocked about and even the hard- 
bitten auxiliary firemen admitted 
that it was the worst. night they 
had ever seen. 
The alarm went, just after din- 
ner and almost at once we could 
hear the bombers coming over. 
There was a chatter of machine- 
guns as the British night fighters 
went to work, and far off in the 
distance a German machine sud- 
denly took flame and glided earth- 
ward. Thousands of incendiaries 
began to fall in the distance and 
soon there were two big’ fires 
which silhouetted buildings against 
the sky. 
For an hour or so they did not 
drop anything near us, but then 
they started as though they were 
out to win the war over night. 
First they dropped showers of in- 
cendiaries; then there came a se- 
ries of bone-shaking crunches as 
heavy bomibs landed. A window 
went. We piled out into the street 
and tried to deal with incendiaries. 
First we poured sand on them and 
when the sand gave out and the 
incendiaries kept on falling, we 
took door mats and carpets and 
tried to smother them. 

Fires Ev here. 
A bomb came down on the other 
side of the building and we ran 
around to help people from the 
ruins of some small houses. A 
block down the street another 


house and two other buildings be- 
gan to burn, The roof of our 


bomb wiped out a fancy two-story | 


| 


building burst into flarne and the 
street was suddenly full of clang- 
ing hosecarts. As they poured wa- 
ter on the first fire ‘in our build- 
ing, another got started on the 
other side of the roof and then the 
building across the street began to 
belch flames into the sky. 

German bombers kept coming 
over in steady droves and the 
whole sky was full of their throb- 
bing motor beats. They were try- 
ing to bomb our fires and they 
weren’t missing by far. 

When I went back to my apart- 
ment for a cup of tea, there came 
a shuddering crash from the next 
street and most of the windows 
were broken. There was another 
dull roar, the floor rose and fell 
and more windows tinkled into the 
street, 

This kept on until time for the 
milkman. All of us were red-eyed 
from smoke and cordite fumes and 
dust-laden air, but the noise was 
so tremendous and so much stuff 
was dropping that none of us could 
sleep.

Donnell may be reduced because 


the St. Louis city Nall, which has 
made many city jobs available to 
party followers. 

Under the present plan, the 
State jobs under the control of 
the Governor wlil be distributed to 
the various counties and cities in 


nell in the last November election 
in those districts. On this basis 
St. Louis, which cast 184,900 votes 
out of Donnell’s total of 911,000, 
would receive about 20 per cent 
or 800, of the State jobs. 

Outstate Republicans, however, 
have- been hopeful that the success 
of the Republican ticket in the St. 
Louis municipal election ‘will re- 
lieve Donnell of the necessity of

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt sent word 
today to welfare workers assisting 


the defense program that “in times 
of emergency like the. present, 
complacency is a luxury which we 
must cast aside.” 

Roosevelt's message was read by 
Paul V. McNutt, defense co-ordina- 
tor of health and welfare, to the 
United Service Organizations, a 
group of agencies which will op- 
erate recreation facilities for men 
in the army and navy. 

The United Service Grganiza- 
tions is composed of the Y¥. M. C. 
A., the Y. W. C. A., the National 
Cathdlic Community Service, the 
Jewish Welfare Board, the Salva- 
tion Army and the National Trav- 
elers’ Aid Society. 

“It plans to operate service-club 
facilities in 339 communities near 
army and mavy establishments. 

McNutt said that, “under an 
agreement worked out by the 
United Service Organizations and 
my office, quarters for these clubs 
will be secured by the Federal Gov- 
ernment, the funds to.come from 
the $150,000,000 anticipated under 
the community facilities bill. 

The President’s Message. 

The President sent his message 
to the meeting in the form of a 
letter to McNutt. The letter fol- 
lows 

“My dear Governor: 

“Please extend my warmest per- 
sonal welcome to the men and 
women who are meeting’ with you 
next Thursday to inaugurate the 


United Service Organizations pro- |

(AP).—Use of “sealed presses” to 
mark Missouri election ballots “be- 
yond ary possibility of tampering” 
was proposed yesterday by Sena- 
tors Dick B. Dale (Richmond) and 
Ray Mabee (Rep.), Unionville. 

* The system would not change 


the present method of numbering 
ballots but would substitute a long, 
streamlined ballot for the form 
now marked with pencils. The 
seal presses — much like presses 
commonly used: to affix official 
seals—would be hand operated by 
the voters. They would punch a 
small hole opposite the name of 
the candidate chosen by the voter. 

Dale estimated installation of 
the presses in every precinct in 
the State would cost between $300,- 
000 and $450,000. 

“A ballot marked. with a seal 
press could not be altered and a 
master count could be kept on the 
number of ballots issued in any 
precinct,” Dale explained. 

Before the ballot is given the 
voter it would be stamped in a 
master press with the name and 
number of thé voting precinct and 
be recorded on a master counter 
which would keep a running total 
on the number of ballots cast—but 
would not show the individual to- 
tals for each candidate.

Riders Got $200 for Short- 
Priced Entries, Only 
$100 for Long Shots, 
Siler Testifies on Coast. 


LOS ANGELES, April 17 (AP). 


~ Jockey Al Siler told a Superior 
Court jury that $100 for “pulling” 


long shots and $200 for short-price 
horses was the scale proposed by 
Bernard (Mooney) Einstoss, on 
trial with four others on charges 
of fixing horse races. 

Siler named a dozen horses he 
said he kept from winning at Hol- 
lywood Park and Del Mar tracks 
in 1939. He testified he was in- 
troduced to Einstoss on June 24 
by J. J. Murphy. : 

“Murphy” is the alias of Irving 

Sangbusch, who previously testi- 
fied he was employed by a book- 
making syndicate as a go-between 
to fix jockeys. 
’ “He wanted to know if I would 
pull horses and I said I would if 
they weren't favorites,” the for- 
mer jockey related. 

“He said he'd give me $100 for 
long shots and $200 for short-price 
horses.” 

Einstoss gave him $300, Siler 
said, with instructions to “pull” 
three horses in the day’s races. 
Afterward, he added, Einstoss paid 
him an additional $300. 

He had the help of two other 
jockeys in the race in keeping one 
of his mounts, Synod, from win- 
ning, Siler testified. 
’ “They kept shutting me off and 
boxed me up on the rail so it 
wouldn’t look so bad.” 

The arrangement was terminat- 
ed, the witness testified, after he 
succeeded in keeping only one of 
three horses out of first money at 
Del Mar Aug. 16. The other two 
ran away with him and won. 

“I met Mooney that night and 
he was sore,” Siler declared. “He 
said I had cost him $30,000 and 
he told me he had dumped boys in 
the bay for less than that. So I— 
well, I didn’t ride any more.” 

On cross-examination Siler ad- 
mitted he was suspended by the 


‘ gtewards at Hollywood Park for 


taking Kayak II wide in a handi- 
cap race. He insisted he was not 
bribed in that race, 

Charles Forester, a friend of 
Jockey Willis Ward, testified he 
saw Einstoss shake and slap Ward 
outside a Los Angeles hotel. 

“Mooney said, “You're a squeal- 
er: quit bothering me for money’,” 
Forester declared. 

Ward previously testified the in- 
cident occurred after he | had 
“pulled” at least 15 horses on Hin- 
stoss’ instructions and had been 
barred from the Del Mar track 
when he jumped from a horse at 
the starting gate to keep it from 
winning. :

MISSOURI HOUSE FAVORS 
HIGHER TAX TO AID BLIND. 


Votes 97 to 3 to Submit Constitu- 
tional Amendment for 4%- 
Cent Levy 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, April 17. — 
Amendment of the constitution to 
increase the maximum tax that 
may be levied for blind -pensions, 
from 3 cents on the $100 property 
valuation to 4% cents, is proposed 
through a joint and concurrent 
resolution passed today by the 
House. The vote was 97 to 3. 

The resolution, which calls for 
submission of the proposed amend- 
ment to voters of the State in the 
1942 general election, now goes to 
the Senate for approval. 

Representative H. S. Rainwater 
(Rep.), Polk County, author of the 
resolution, said funds raised 
through the present levy were not 
sufficient to pay pensions to all 
persons entitled to¥them, He said 
there was a waiting list of nearly 
500. The blind pension is $25 a 
month, payable quarterly. 


D.A.R. CALLS FOR LOYALTY 
OATH BY PUBLIC EMPLOYES 


Also Demands Deportation of Crim- 
inal Aliens; Speaker Discusses 
Textbook Investigation. 

WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
~The Daughters of the American 
Revolution called today for the 
deportation of criminal and enemy 
aliens and urged that an oath of 
allegiance be required of all per- 
sons paid from public funds. 

In resolutions adopted at the 
annual continental congress of the 
society, The D. A. R. commended 
the “efficient achievement” of the 
alien registration program and 
recommended legislation to pro- 
vide “legal status for worthy resi- 
dent aliens.”

CHARLESTON, W. Va., April 17 
(AP).—The pilot of a Pennsylvania 
Central Aijrlines plane which 
crashed into a wooded hilltop 10 
miles west of here said today a 
motor of the 10-passenger ship had 
failed a few minutes after the 
takeoff from Charleston Airport.

LAST-DITCH FIGHT 
AGAINST CONVOYS 


Senator Says Powerful 
Movement Is Under Way 
to Get U.S. to Take 
‘Final Step Into War.’ 


Bpecial to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, April 17.—Sena- 


tor Tobey (Rep.), New Hampshire, 
in a radio speech last night called 
for a “last ditch fight to keep us 
from taking the’ final step into 
war” and declared a “quiet but 
powerful movement is on foot to 
get this country into war by the 
convoy method.” 

Tobey said the Committee to De- 
fend America by Aiding the Allies 
is the “greatest propaganda ma- 
chine that has been built up in 
this country in a generation.” 

“This organization,” he contin- 
ued, “has recently announced it is 
about to undertake a campaign for 
imriediate use of American con- 
voys. The campaign is to be car- 
ried on through paid advertise- 
ments in press, billboards and radio 
addresses.” 

Senator Tobey said.that on the 
day he introduced his anti-convoy. 
resolution in the Senate, Grand- 


ville Clark, “one of the powers be- 
hind the William Allen White Com- 
mittee,” addressed the following 
letter to many of his friends: 

“IT inclose a petition to the 
President asking that American 
convoys to Britain be provided 
at once. Neither list nor docu- 
ment is to be made public before 
being sent to the President, but 
he will have authority to make 
them public at his discretion. 

“Let me add that sincé the 
step recommended means de 
facto war (with sheil fire, bombs 
and torpedoes), whether or not 
declared, I, like almost everyone, 
have arrived only with great re- 
luctance at the conclusion that 
convoying is essential.” 

Convoying, Tobey asserted, would 
mean a long war for the Amer- 
ican people. “We have this last 
ditch chance to stay out of war 
if we enact this anti-convoy reso- 
lution into law,” he added. 

During the last two weeks, 
Tobey @ontinued, “the President 
had remarked that the question 
of convoys was ‘too absurd to talk 
about.’ 

“Then the chairman of House 
Military Affairs Committee took 
the floor and beat the drums for 
convoys. The Secretary of the 
Navy who told the people he was 
opposed to convoys, was reported 
to have changed his mind. Then 
the President in a press interview 
admitted the convoy plan under 
consideration by the Government. 
Then the House Foreign Affairs 
Committee chairman issued a re- 
lease statine the President’s hands 
could not be tied by Congress on 
the convoy issue. 

“Then the President eliminated 
the combat zone he earlier pro- 
claimed at the mouth of the Red 
Sea, Then the President advised 
that the law requires the Govern- 
ment to protect American ships 
which go to Red Sea.” 

Tobey demanded to know “if 
this is honest dealing with the 
American people.”

DEFENSE PLAN COMPLETED | 


‘Nothing Left to Be Hore but to Put It Into 
Operation,’ if Needed, Joint Board 
Announces.

MONTREAL, April 17 (Canadian 
Press).—Completion of plans for 
the military and naval defense of 
the eastern and western coasts of 


Canada and the United States was 
announced today by the Canada- 
United States Joint Permanent De- 
fense Board. 

“The board from now on will de- 
vote itself to keeping these plans 
up to date to meet changing con- 
ditions,” said the announcement. 

It followed a three-day meeting, 
including a session with Newfound- 
land government officials. 

The announcement, released by 
Mayor LaGuardia of New York 
and Col. O. M. Biggar of Ottawa, 
co-chairmen, added: 

“The board must naturally take 
a realistic view of conditions and 
therefore the plans have been pre- 
pared with minute detail in the 
event that it becomes necessary to 
defend either the eastern or west- 
ern coasts of our countries. Noth- 
ing is left to be done but to put 
the plan into operation.” ’ 


LEASE-LEND PLAN 
FOR AIDING CANADA 


WASHINGTON, April 17 (AP). 
—The advisability of supplying war 
materials to Canada on a lease- 
lend basis in view of that country’s 
dwindling dollar resources was be- 
lieved in usually well-informed 
quarters today to be a primary 
topic in discussions between Prime 
Minister Mackenzie King and 
President Roosevelt and other 
American officials. 

Other matters which were ex- 
pected to figure in the conferences 
included proposed development of 
the St. Lawrence waterway and the 
work of the joint United States- 
Canadian Defense Board, estab- 
lished after the Prime Ministet’s 
last previous meeting with the 
President last year. 

Mackenzie King, who came here 
after his annual physical checkup 
at Johns Hopkins Hospital in Bal- 
timore, called at the White House 
late yesterday. He said he expect- 
ed to see Roosevelt again and call 
on Secretary of State Hull ‘during 
his visit, which will last several 
days, but he declined to comment 
on the subjects of the conferences. 


With regard to the — of 
lease-lend aid for Canada, it was 
recalled that the Dominion; next 
to Great Britain, has been the big- 
gest buyer of war supplies in this 
country and thus far has made her 
purchases here on a cash-and-car- 
ry basis. 

Financial authorities indicated, 
however, that the Dominion now 
was running out of United States 
dollars and would be forced sooner 
or later to ask some form of finan- 
cial aid. 

Word has circulated that Canada 
would prefer to obtain a loan, But 
Government policy, as established 
in the case of Great Britain, is to 
lend the war materials rather than 
money with which to buy them, 
and officials indicated a money 
loan request would be discouraged. 
Besides, it was explained, a money 
loan could not be made without 
amending the Neutrality Act, which 
prohibits loans to belligerents. 

In any case, officials suggested 
that Canada would be required, as 
Great Britain was, to-liquidate at 
least a large part of its $1,000,000,- 
000 worth of investments in the 
United States, so as to continue 
paying for war materials as long 
as possible. 

Gold and silver from Canadian 
mines, customarily sold to the 
United States Treasury, also might 
be used to be diverted to war pur- 
chases. 

Recently, Treasury Secretary 
Morgenthau reported assurances 
from the Canadian Finance Minis- 
try that the Dominion could g0 
through 1941 on a cash basis. How- 
ever, it was learned that Canada 
then was counting on heavy ship- 
ments of gold from the rest of the 
British Empire and planned to sell 
the gold to the United States for 
cash. But Britain has stopped 
sending gold and certain securities 
to Canada. 

Canada currently is buying more 
than $60,000,000 worth of merchan- 
dise a month in this country, some 
of it for civilian needs. Canadian 
sales to this country total about 
$35,000,000 a month. Formerly, 
Canada was able to make up part 


ance by using United States money 
spent in Canada by tourists. The 
war has reduced tourist travel 
drastically, however.

GRAND JURY URGES CONTINUED 
INQUIRY IN LEO QUICK MURDER 


Belleville Body Says It Has Been 

Able to Find no Evidence War- 

_ Yvanting an Indictment. 

Further investigation of the 
murder three years ago of Leo W. 
Quick, East St. Louis labor leader, 
was recommended today by the 
grand jury at Belleville in a report 
to Circuit Judge Alfred D. Riess. 
The jury returned no indictment, 
after hearing 22 witnesses yester- 
day. 

“No witness has been found who 
can testify as to who fired the 
shots that killed Quick, and there 
is no evidence on which this grand 
jury could vote an indictment,” the 
report said. “The jury feels the 
matter should stand continued for 
further investigation and further 
developments in the case.” 

The jury said it had conducted 
an “exhaustive inquiry,” question- 
ing East St. Louis police officers, 
members of Quick’s family and his 
friends and associates in labor: 
groups. The jury decided that 
East St. Louis police had made an 
investigation of the murder, in 
spite of complaints by Quick’s 
family that the inquiry was not 
thorough. Quick, hot-tempered 
business agent of the boilermakers’ 
and laundry workers’ unions, was 
shot to death by two men March 
5, 1938. He was a member of the 
St. Clair County Board of Super- 
visors. 

The jury returned 46 indictments 
and 13 no-true bills. Among the 
indictments ‘was a murder charge 
against Constantinas Drakos in the 
killing of Mrs. Florence Hart on 
her houseboat at East St. Louis 
March 26. 


CITY LOBBYIST PAY $1500,

MAY BE DRAFTED

Busses Not Street Cars Bought. 

What impresses the casual visi- 
tor is the number of busses on 
the streets, The city now has 1600 
of them, and more are added year 
by year. For the last 11 years not 
a single street car has been pur- 
chased. The busses have not only 
done the pioneering work of pro- 
viding transportation for new sec- 
tions, but they have steadily cut 
into the established routes. 

“Doll it up as you will,” says 
Fred A. Nolan, the general man- 
ager of the system, “and a street 
car is still a street car, taking up 
the middle of the street.” 

So the city has set its face 
against new street cars, ho matter 
how attractive, and continue to put 
on busses. It prefers the smaller 
types, holding from 27 to 31 pas- 
sengers. 

Three years ago, largely for rea- 
sons of economy, the city took the 
street cars off certain lines after 
7 p. m. and on Sundays and holi- 
days, and replaced them with 
busses. It had some misgivings as 
to how the experiment would be 
received. These lasted but a short 
time. The public liked the change. 
Revehues went up. Since then, 
night, Sunday and holiday service 
by busses on street car routes has 
gradually been extended, until now 
the street cars retain their monop- 
oly on only two important lines 
and on@ small one, 

Within a year or two, Nolan 
thinks, the night-Sunday-holiday 
substitution of busses for street 
cars will be complete. The last 
change-over was made a year ago, 
on one of the principal lines of the 
city, the Jefferson, and the reason 
in this case was a public demand 
expressed in petitions from car 
riders, 

Detroit after dark has become 
almost a street-car-less city, and is 
on the way to becoming completely 
so, 

How Fares Ran. 

Street car fares are 6 cents, plus 
1 cent for a transfer. Bus fares 
are 5 cents (on a few short routes) 
and 10 cents. When, however, a 
bus takes over from a street car 
under the substitution plan, the 
normal. 10-cent bus fare drops to 6 
cents. 

“The advantages of the substitu- 
tion of busses for street cars, both 
from a service and from an eco- 
nomic standpoint,” wrote Nolan in 
his report for 1939, “‘can be easily 
understood.

The au- 
thorities have made a few feeble 
attempts to stop this traffic, but it 
grows every day. 


Rich Are Well Fed. 


Already the countryside around 
Paris is stripped bare of its re- 
sources and will probably be starv- 
ing itself next year. Peasants who 
can’t find feed for their animals 
are' only too glad to sell them at 
high prices. As a result the expen- 
sive restaurants and rich homes 
are bursting with food, while 
France is threatened with a short- 
age for years to come. ~ 

Everybody is indignant about the 
“black market” until he begins: to 
profit from it. Then he decides 
that it doesn’t make any differ- 
ence anyway, that somebody else 
would have got that chicken, prob- 
ably a German. Among the well- 
to-do, Parisian traditions of high 
living are maintained, no matter 
what the expense, at a time when 
you can see the effects of hunger 
on every child you pass in the 
streets.

- Maximum prices will be fixed for 
these materials. The special com- 
missar for textiles will determine 
how much of available raw mate- 
rial supplies may be used for the 
manufacture of such items, and 
the Reich’s cotton and silk au- 
thorities will allot the work only 
to those concerns in a position to 
supply the required quality at the 
prescribed prices. 


In Effect Elsewhere. 


The account says Germany is not 
the first country to manufacture 
standardized clothing, but that 
three-quarters of the available ma- 
terial in Italy has already been set 
aside for such goods. Rumania is 
preparing similar regulations and 
Sweden has ordered restriction on 
quality and style of ready-made 
articles, it says.

More About “Sisu.” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
HAT was a good description of the 
meaning of the word “sisu” you gave 
last Sunday, but the form used, I think, 
is not a Finnish word, but an Estonian 
word. The Finnish form of the described 
word is “sisusta.” 

The Estonian word “sisu” and the Fin- 
nish word “sisusta” mean the same 
thing—the inside, the center or the 
inner meaning. Tracing further, we find 
a Sanscrit word “sisu” that means a 
child, infant or grower.

A Bill to Aid the Blind. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
N April 8, State Senator Joseph A. 
Falzone introduced in the Senate a 
bill known as Senate Bill No. 169, which 
reads as follows: 

“Sec. 1. Any blind person accompanied 
by a dog described as a ‘seeing-eye dog,’ 
or any dog trained or used as a leader 
or guide of any such blind person, shall, 
if such dog is properly and safely muz- 
zled, be entitled to any and all accom- 
modations, advantager, facilities and 
privileges of all public conveyances and 
all places of public accommodation, sub- 
ject only to the conditions and limita- 
tions applicable to all persons not ac- 
companied by dogs, and no such blind 
person shall be required to pay any fare 
or charge for or on account:of such dog 
so accompanying him in addition to the 
regular fare or charge lawfully charge- 
able for his own transportation or ad- 
mission. 

“Sec. 2. Any person or persons convict- 
ed of violating any of the provisions of 
this act shall be deemed guilty of a mis- 
demeanor.” 

A similar law exists in many other 
states, and Senator Falzone is helping 
to place Missouri on the map and keep 
this State in the fore ranks of those 
interested in modern methods for help- 
ing the blind.

So the ancient bail. bond racket is permitted 
to continue and prosper, and’ the State is still to 
have a smaller number of jury challenges than the 
defendant. 

Only the measure for alternate jurors in criminal 
cases, a comparatively minor reform and one adopted 
years ago in other states, was allowed to survive 
the committee’s butchery. Four additional bills of 
greater importance, now in a Senate committee, are 
expected to meet the same fate as those before the 
House committee. 

All these reforms, urged at this session by Circuit 

Attorney Hennings and the Missouri Bar Associa- 
fion, have been pushed for almost a generation by 
civic groups, officials, private individuals and pro- 
gressive legislators. Yet this committee, in a secret 
session and by an unrecorded vote, has the supreme 
audacity to toss the greater part of them into the 
wastebasket. 
This craven secrecy makes it impossible for the 
people of the State to identify certainly those who 
yoted the bills down. But such an anti-social atti- 
tude cannot long be concealed by any legislator, and 
the people can state their opinion at the polls. The 
people can also, by use of the initiative, reverse the 
reactionary, pro-criminal decision of this committee 
and its long line of predecessors.

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MR. HOPKINS ON THE PAYROLL. 

President Roosevelt has put Harry Hopkins, his 
good friend, officially in charge of acquiring mate- 
rials of war for all the countries to which the bene- 
fits of the lease-lend plan have been extended. 

When this was announced at the White House, it 
was said that Mr. Hopkins’ name would not go on 
the Federal payroll. The President has now correct- 
ed this statement by Secretary Early. Mr. Hopkins, 
he said, is a Democrat, and no Democrat is rich 
enough to take a $l-a-year job. 

But why was the thought of a payless lease-lend 
director ever entertained in the White House? Why 
was it felt—even for a moment—that the man filling 
what is today one of the most important jobs in 
Washington might be kept off the public payroll? 
No doubt, with an adequate expense account, Mr. 
Hopkins would have found it possible to carry on 
without a salary. But jt is not the matter of his 
personal requirements ‘that raises this question. © 

It is raised because a man contributing his serv- 
ices is almost sure to have a different conception 
of his job than one who is part of the regular “hired 
help.” His own ego is likely to play an over-large 
part in his decisions. He is likely to feel that, since 
he is not on the payroll, he shouid not be held to the 
same discipline that may be exacted of others. 

He is likely to assume that his is a personal re- 
sponsibility to Mr. Roosevelt rather than a public 
one. This does not make for good administration. 

There is already a too well-developed trend to- 
ward this personal, free-wheeling kind of arrange- 
ment in the capital. It militates against proper con- 
trol and proper responsibility. Let’s keep our public 
servants on the public payroll. Let’s keep them in 
the mood to report to the people. 

Everything else promotes the kind of secretive 
palace politics which simply cannot be afforded in 
a democracy.

If keeping out of war is really the dominant fac- 


tor in the foreign poljcy of the United States, the 


question of sending naval convoys into the Red Sea} 


is not complicated. 
Under a policy of avoiding incidents that would 
be almost certain to lead to war, there could be 


only one justification for sending our. merchant | 
ships into the Red Sea, as we are now preparing 


to do. The justification would be that these ships 


‘are In no danger of attack by Axis airplanes, — 


marines or surface raiders. . 

There is some reason to believe our ships will 
not be in such danger. 
Germans would run the risk of war with the United 
States over any step short of our convoying sup- 


plies to the British Isles, in whose waters the Battle | 


of the Atlantic and probably the outcome of the 
whole war will be decided. The Red Sea is a _com- 
parative sideshow for the Nazis. 

But if the ships are not in danger, they don’t — 
convoys. Conversely, if they need convoys, they are 
in danger, and the act of sending convoys means 
recognition of that fact in Washington. Theeanswer 
here is that, if convoys are needed, the ships should 
not be sent to the Red Sea in the first place. 
Whether the incident be the sinking of an unescorted 
merchant ship or a shooting match between a Ger- 
man submarine and an American destroyer, Amer- 
ican public opinion will react violently. Mr. Roose- 
velt himself has admitted that convoys are “pretty 
sure to lead to shooting and that comes awfully 
close to war.” 

If our Government decides for naval convoys to 
the Red Sea, it can mean only that the whole 
project is a perilous adventure, fraught with risk 
of incidents which could involve us full scale in 
the war. Clearly, that would net square with the 
desires of aa overwhelming majority of the Amer- 
ican people, as reflected in the public opinion polls, 
nor would it be in accord with the President's re- 
peated promises.

Of course, it is hard to win an election without 
facing the claims of the boys who spent the whole 
day outside the polling places. And it is even more 
difficult to reconcile these claims with. good public 
service. But that is exactly why there was—and 
still is—a clamor for a real merit system: 
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AN UNDESIRABLE TRADE BILL. : 

The House Judiciary Committee has reported fa- 
vorably the so-called “unfair sales bill,” and the con- 
suming public will be the loser if it is passed by the 
Législature. This bill would forbid the sale of any 
merchandise at less than cost, except under certain 
restricted conditions, and thus would eliminate a 
time-honored business practice of offering articles 
at especially low prices in order to stimulate trade, It 
is a practice used by both small and large business 
concerns for many years, and its continuance should 
be sufficient evidence that merchants have found it 
worth while. To the careful shopper, of course, 
these “specials” are an eagerly sought prize. 

A Maryland law similar to that proposed in this 
bill was recently declared unconstitutional by that 
State’s Court of Appeals on the ground that it “un- 
reasonably and arbitrarily interferes with private 
business.” This bill is not so sweeping as the Fair 
Trade Act that failed of passage in the Missouri Leg- 
islature two years ago, but it is open to the same 
objections as an undesirable curb upon trade and 
competition, and a means for increasing living costs. 

THE PERFECT GOLFER.

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EXIT OF A TEACHERS’ PENSION BUGABOO. 

Now that the Missouri State Teachers’ Association 
has formally indorsed the pending bills for. retire- 
ment systems in St. Louis, Kansas City and St. 
Joseph, the Legislature’s approval of these measures 
should be a long step closer. “It is reported at the 
same time that the association will abandoh or post- 
pone its proposal for a statewide retirement system, 
to be financed entirely with taxpayers’ money, so 
the bugaboo -that was allegedly causing. legislative 
delay is removed from the scene.

Can We Win a Naval Race With Nazis?

Axis Powers have no such 7-to-1 edge in shipbuilding capacity as 
is often glibly stated, authority says; our supply of steel and skilled 
labor, the real essentials, far exceeds theirs, he adds; concludes that 
if America gets busy on a real program, it has nothing to fear.

F we must test our strength over a period 
| os years in a shipbuilding race against 

the four totalitarian Powers or possibly 
against the Eastern Hemisphere, what are 
our prospects? 

They are by no means hopeless; in fact, 
it is distinctly possible that, aided by Can- 
ada and with the resources of the Western 
world to draw upon, we might outbuild the 
rest of the world. 

There is no question that such a race 
would be a brutal, debilitating struggle of 
exhaustion, but even if the totalitarian 
Powers were able to alter the present ratio 
of naval strength to their advantage, the 
race would in no sense be a walkaway. For 
they have—even with all of- Europe as their 
playground—no such 7-to-l superiority in 
building ways as has been so often and so 
glibly stated. In fact, it is questionable 
whether they would have superiority at all. 

The measure of a nation’s ship construc- 
tion capacity is not only shipbuilding ways; 
it is far more fundamentally the nation’s 
industrial capacity. A shipbuilding yard is 
in essence an assembly plant; the steel 
forgings and castings are brought there to 
be machined and finished and assembled. 
Steel capacity,- particularly (for warships) 
armor capacity, is in one very real sense, 
therefore, a yardstick of shipbuilding ca- 
pacity. Other factors influencing that ca- 
pacity are supply of machine tools and of 
skilled labor, particularly of marine engi- 
neers, draftsmen and designers. 

Shipbuilding ways are in one sense sec- 
ondary; since a nation’s capacity to erect 
such ways (where there are plenty of salt- 
water sites available, as in the case of the 
United States) is limited only by its supply 
of steel and*skilled labor. 


The United States has a larger steel ca- . 


pacity by far than any other single nation 
and, combined with Canada, almost as muth 
as the principal nations of Europe and Asia 
together. Our armor capacity, doubled in 
the past two years, is to be doubled or 
tripled again in the next three, and both 
that and our steel capacity can be further 
expanded if needed. 

Machine-tool shortages are of more 
rious import, since the demand for them is 
not limited to naval requirements alone, 
but extended throughout the entire arma- 


. ment program. Nevertheless, in a shipbuild- 


ing race extending over years there seems 
little doubt but that all available yards 
could be supplied with machine tools. 


What is the present and potential meas- ] 


ure, therefore, of our shipbuilding capacity 
as compared with that of the rest of the 
world? : 

No precise answer can be given, because 
the precise facts in the case of other Pow- 
ers are not available. But the present esti- 
mated naval building programs of the rest 
of the world combined scarcely equal our 
own; our merchant shipbuilding program, 
“Fifty Ships a Year for 10 Years,” is prob- 
ably exceeded @nly by Britain, 

Nor can it be assumed that Germany, 
ff she were to win this war, could utilize

sumption that Germany could tap to the 
full the industrial capacity of the continent 
of Europe were she to win this war is 
fallacious; years of organizational effort, 
disciplinary control and vast expenditures 
of money and energy would be required 
before the mass power of Europe’s ma- 
chines were harnessed completely to the 
Nazi war machine. 

With the Hog Island and World War 
tradition behind us, and the crucibles and 
forges of Pittsburgh flaring far into the 
nights, America need have little to fear 
from such a construction race, 

This does not mean, however, that we 

can sit back complacently in the pride of 
rae achievements. A gigantic task—our 
present shipbuilding program is nothing 
less—requires gigantic effort. We need 
more shipyards and more ways—another 
Hog Island for merchant ships, more ways 
for men-of-war. 

We need reorganization in the navy yards 
which will increase efficiency and loosen 
the deadly grip the civil service now clamps 
upon the yards—a grip which too often pre- 
vents the promotion of the fit and ham- 
pers the discharge of the unfit. We need 
more reorganization at the top in the Navy 
Department itself.. : 

The present ship-construction program, 
in so far as warships is concerned, when 
compared with the yardsticks of potential 
enemy strengths and against the. back- 


- ground of the possibilities of tomorrow, 


seems therefore adequate. 
* . — 


The merchant-ship construction program 
is not adequate primarily because, while 
it equips us with sufficient new tonnage 
for the immediate future, it by no means is 
providing that surplus which Britain needs, 
and before very long Britain will require 
every ship she can buy, build, beg, borrow 
or steal if she is to stay in the war. 

Much, of course, depends upon the char- 


acteristics and qualities of the ships we are: 


to build and upon the time in which we 
can complete them. The experience gained 
in the naval construction. programs of the 
past seven years has been invaluable, and 
construction time has recently been ma- 
terially reduced. 

Contracts now placed call for the com- 
pletion of our newest cruisers within 32 to 
33 months, as compared to 40 months three 

years ago; submarine building time is now

Hawaii and Its Problems

“Hawaii: Restless Rampart,” by Joseph Barber jt 
(Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indianapolis.) 


F chiefly in terms of palm trees, pine 
apples and other engaging exotics, this 
book holds much interest and some sur- 
prises.

in History of Grand Opera

The St. Louis Grand ‘Opera As- 
sociation opened its spring season 
last night in the Municipal Audi- 
torium with the most ambitious 
and on the whole, the most suc- 
cessful production ,in its history. 


‘The opera was Mozart's lyric and 
| dramatic masterwork “Don Gio- 
‘vanni,” an opera that involves a 


great mumber, of special hazards 
and an even greater number of 
special’ rewards for the audience. 
These are both‘obvious and hidden. 


As an example of lyrical expres-. 


sion it is a sequence.of.unterrupt- 
ed marvels to which the normal re- 
action is one of delight and aston- 
ishment. _ But in addition to its 
unceasing. melodic freshness it has 
a variety of differentiated emotions 
and an explicitness of characteriza- 
tion that are all the more search- 


‘ing for being executed with ligh 


and subtle strokes. Viewed in one 
light, “Don Giovanni” is-a period 
piece done With incomparable ele- 
gance, completeness of detail and 
homogeneity of style. Underneath 
this charming exterior, however, 


lies a complex of allusion and com-| try 


mentary which, whether grasped 
at the moment or not, strikes deep 
into the heart.and mind, 

Last night’s performance, de- 
spite a number of mechanical 
flaws, had a bracing vitality and 
a sustained consistency of style. 
Richard Rychtarik’s scenic inves- 
titures established from the first 
parting of the curtains a visual 
framework that denoted a symbol- 
ical rather than a naturalistic in- 
tention and the subsequent action 
followed this intention with admir- 
able fidelity. 

Superior Cast. 

A superior cast headed by the 
commanding personality of Ezio 
Pinza in the name role brought 
the music and the action to life. 
Mr. Pinza’s striking appearance 
and dynamic temperament would 
have given a sufficient veracity to 
this role in themselves. But the 
illusion was further intensified by 
a combined display of vocal mag- 
nificence and imaginative acting. 
He illuminated every scene with 
a shower of sparks, but what made 
his performance really remarkable 
was its word by word and phrase 
by phrase articulateness, intelligi- 
bility and completeness. 

It would be a sufficient tribute 
to the rest of the cast to say that 
the stage did not seem empty when 
Pinza was absent. But to be more 
specific one must add that Lorenzo 
Alvary gave a presentation of the 
‘basso-buffo Leporello that omitted 
no detail of deft and effective 
characterization and still had the 
effech, of spontaneous expression. 
Mr. Alvary’s singing of the “Cato- 
logue” aria was a complete char- 
acter portrait in itself and brought 
a thoroughly merited tribute from 
the audience. 

Praise for Singers. 

In the matter of vocal style Tito 
Schipa in the tenor role of “Don 
Ottavio” and Anne Roselle as 
“Donna Anna” ranked close to 
Pinza for both of them sang the 
fluent, ingratiating music allotted 
to them with a consideration for 
its contours and stresses born of 
long experience. Mr, Schipa’s 
aria “Il Mio Tesoro” was cu- 
larly affecting. And his dignified 
conception of his role. made “Don 
Ottavio” something more than a 
rather innocuous and stuffy friend 
of the family. 

Margit Bokor’s “Zerlina” was 
such as to make her the real hero- 
ine of the play, which is to say 
that she made a consistent im- 
pression of rustic innocence com- 
bined with a sort of universal fem- 
inine susceptibility. Her vocal 
equipment showed certain limita- 
tions, but in the. light of her per- 
vasive charm they seemed negligi- 
ble. .An ingratiating style distin- 
guished her singing in the duet, 
“La ci darem le mano” and in the 
famous “Batti, batti” aria. 

Vivian Della Chiesa sang the

measures. Little Measures, such 
as the departmental officials can 
prepare and take, are not good 
enough. Everything depends on 
the White House, and for this very 
reason the White House seems 
more than ever secluded and im- 
penetrable, until the measures to 
be taken are finally revealed. 

Behind the White House facade, 
however, activity.is reported to. be 
both intense and incessant at the 
moment. According to men who 
have the opportunity to judge, the 
President is no longer in the do- 
nothing mood which seized upon 
him in the weeks before his vaca- 
tion. Moreover, probably because 
his vacation did not give him all 
the rest he hoped for, he seems at 
‘last to have steeled himself to let- 
ting routine matters be handled 
by others. Freed from the daily 
pressure of governmental trivia, 
he is spending most of his time 
and energy on the major problems 
now confronting him and the coun- 


Interpreting the atmosphere of 
the White House is a little like 
auguring the future from the 
flight of birds. Yet it seems fair- 
ly safe to predict that the Presi- 
dent's continuous concentration on 
major war problems means the 
bad news from abroad has short- 
ened his timetable. Before the 
Russo-Japanese pact and _ the 
tragedy in the Mediterranean, no 
one who saw him doubted he 
would let public opinion mature a 
little longer before. following 
the “Lease-Lend” Act with an- 
other big measure. Now, judging 
both by the “feel” of the air and 
the opinions prevalent in White 
House circles, another big meas- 
ure, or several at once, may be 
taken very soon. 


Type of Problem. 


T is impossible to tell precisely 

what the big measures will be. 

Take, for example, the problem 
which is now receiveing far more 
of the President’s time than any 
other—the problem of delivering 
safely American war materials in 
Britain and at the Mediterranean 
front. The British Government 
has warned the President that un- 
less this problem is solved, their 
resistance will be broken, by the 
most optimistic estimate, in nine 
months’ time. Although seeming- 
ly reluctant to send convoys, the 


According to a member of the

Action in 
all these fields may be anticipated 
before long. 

Central Staff. 

NE reason for the current 
Q blankness of the White House 

facade, despite the activity be- 
hind it, is the extremely small 
number of people now working 
with the President. His chief as- 
sistant is Harry L. Hopkins, in 
whose White House bedroom ques- 
tions of every kind and size are 
pre-digested for the. President’s 
consumption. Working with Hop- 
kins,. quietly but very influential- 
ly, is the small “central staff” 
previously mentioned in this space. 
The two former Treasury officials, 
Philip Young and .Oscar Cox, and 
the War Department supply ex- 
pert, Maj. Gen. James H. Burns, 
are still the most important mem- 
bers of the central staff. Some de- 
gree of .coherence has been con- 
ferred on the staff, however, by 
Young’s appointment as “lease- 
lend” bill administrator. 

Then, besides this little, strictly 
White House group, there are the 
heads of the State, Treasury, War 
and Navy departments, and a num- 
ber of the British officials in 
Washington, among whom Arthur 
Purvis, head of the Purchasing 
Commission; is probably the most 
important. The joint strategy 
committee, composed of. both Brit- 
ish and American officers and ci- 
vilians, which was also _ lately 
mentioned here, has been informal- 
ly set up.

responsible for the artistic style 
of the whole performance, handled 
the orchestra with great skill and, 
save for a few exceptions, kept 
the dynamics precisively adjusted 
to the singers.

The general ‘excellence of the 
staging was compromised some- 
what by the lack of clarity in the 
scene dealing with Giovanni’s de- 
struction. One who\hadn’t seen 
the opera before might have 
thought that Giovanni was rushing 
to his doom of his own accord in- 
stead of under the compulsion of 
a supernatural force. A chorus 
of demons was not necessary but 
the maintenance of Giovanni's un- 
repentant character certainly was. 
In any case a more explicit di- 
rection was called for. 

Too much delay between scenes 
also held up the action a bit and 
the occasional noise of -scenery 
being shifted were also minor de- 
fects in a performance that, on the 


whole, was a worthy expression of 
one of the greatest of all lyric 
dramas.

tins from 45 to 12 and 60 kinds of 
shoe polish boxes to three. 

“Normalizing” of shoe polish 
and floor wax tins alone will save 
2500 tons of metal annually, the 
paper estimates. The manufacture 
of pails without the iron ring 
around the bottom will save an ad- 
ditional 3000 tons, according to the 
account. 

Such a list is more by way of a 
sample than a complete inventory.

The ward organizations re- 
ceived $33 for each precinct in 
their ward, a total of $25,905 for 
the city’s 785 precincts, Gruner 
said. 

The balance of the $33,000, he 
said, was expended for advertis- 
ing, rental of meeting halls, print- 
ing and miscellaneous expenses. 
Receipts included’ the $8000 con- 
tribution from the Becker-for- 
Mayor Finance Committee, about 
$9000 from assessments against 
candidates, and the balance of 
$16,000 was on hand,:he said. The 
City Committee paid ali its bills 
and had no deficit, he added. The 
Becker-for-Mayor Committee closed 
the campaign with a $10,191 def- 
icit. 

The Democrats spent about $110,- 
000 in the campaign, or about $20,- 
000 more than the Republicans. 
The Democratic total includes ex- 
penditures of the Democratic City 
Committee.

Can vaccination against whoop- 
ing cough be continued success- 
fully after interruption? 

The instance cited is that of a 
child who had one dose of whoop- 
ing cough vaccine and then, be- 
cause of a throat ‘infection, the 
second vaccination was not given 
on time. Convalescence was pro- 
longed so that six weeks elapsed 
and the question arises whether 
the first dose of vaccine is effec- 
tive. and can count, so that the 


- second and third doses given at 


this long interval will be as effec- 
tive as if given in the customary 
week to three weeks apart. (The 
present accepted procedure is 
three-week intervals for whoop- 
ing cough vaccine.) 

In general, it is true of any im-
